The dnnntionf from Cldefa lor the inainlenniice of the Post Uiptonm and Seiieol elas'es 
proper for the year ltnfi-17. Iiiclnding interest on iiiintilixed amounts and share of pay of 
Mr. L. G. L. Evans from the Kislmngarh State for the extra work done l»y him ns tutor to M aliaraj 
Yagnnrnin Singh, arc estimated nt Rs. 4(5.930-04), against wliicli an expenditure of Ils. 40,070-0 0 
ia proposed, leaving a snrphis of Rs. 0,200-0-0.. 

Adding to this surplus of Rs. (5,200-0-0 the nelnal opening Imlnnec of Rs 61,683 0-0 the 
closing bnlnnco on Slsl .AIiiioli 1917 ia estimated nt Rs. 57,793-0-0.

There 
wore 1.10 students tlicn on tlic roll who were till present at the examination, and 83 passed in all 
subjects, 
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Tlic Diploma Examination was conducted in April, 1910, under the orders of the Government 
of India by Dr. Iv. S. Caldnoll, Professor of Olicmistry, Patno College, and Sir, R, Sanderson, 
Inspector of Schools, Lnhoic.

Tlip ^yritten oxamiiiathn lasted from ISlIi to 2/si April 1916, vltile Iho oral and praolicaiy 
tests were taken by the examiners during I heir inspection of the College. 

10 oandidiites oppeared tor the Diploma Examination and nil p’nssed. The highest bov 
Mnhnrnj Kumar llimnint Singh of Idnr, obtained distinction in English, Uistory and Geograpliy, 
Aiithmctic, Vernneninr and Administratinn, and stood first among the 30 candidates fiom nil the 
Cbicffa’ Colleges. Tliis is the best result obtained by any boy since the examination was stnited. 
Ollier boys nlio did well in the examination arc Alnliaraj ftinndbatn Singh of Sniinna, who gniiic 
distinction in English, Ill's Highness JIaharnj'a Kt«hcn Singh of fihnrntpnr and Kanwnr Amnr 
Singh of Ajnirnjpiira, Jaipur, who gained distinction in Science, and Kantrnr Visiiivnnatli Singh 
of Semlin, Sniiniin and TIinkiir iJi ni Singh of hla°ndn, Ajmer, who gained distinction in Adminis- 
tiation. Mnhar.ij Piithi Singh of Khilerian, lliknncr, and Ivanwnr Ilnmir Singh of Dnspnn 
31nrwnr, who stood 'ith und Cth on the gcncial list, also did creditably. On tlie whole the result 
surpassed tliobo of any jirerious year. 

Di' Excellency the Viceroy’s medal for the best scholar in the Diploma Class was deservedly 
won by Mnharnjkuiiiar Dimniat Singh of Idar, 

The total number of boys in the 3 Post Diploma Classes was 14. 

5 candidates appeared for the Ilighcr Diploma Esaniination ond all passed. Raja AInhnmmnd 
IVilayat Khnn of Kasgnmah, Kashmir, Kanwnr Ilimnmt Singh of Kunnri, Kotnh, and Ennwar 
Kc°nr Singh of Gnngwnnn, Ajmer, passing both in the branches of Englisliond Uistoiy according to 
the I). A. SjLnndaid and in the Revenue and Judicial Examination conducted by the Commissioner 
Ajmer-Merwarn. while Knnwar Cliimnn Singh of Duspan, Mnrwnr, and Knnwnr Kesri Singh of 
Knnota, Jaipur, having passed in Eoglibh and History lost year succeeded in passing the other 
iirntich r/z., the Revenue and Judicial Examination. 

Tlie boys of the 2nd year class made a tour with tlic Extra Assistant Cnmniissioner, Bcawor, 
in Febrnury and .March, 1910, and visited 4 villages.

^ r a ur ler period of S jcaia from 1910-17 or until the ChUfs arc called upon to pay 
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doniitioss to the Higher College, if this oceurs before the expiry of the 3 yenrs. Further that the 
Government of India be asked to continue the loan of the services of two ofScers for Post Diploma 
work until other arrangements can be made. 

In this connection it may be stated that tho Government of India have aceeded to tlio 
request of tho Council for the loan of the services of Messrs Drake niid Evans, * 

The Council desired that tho list of Post Diploma boys who have passed through the coni se, 
showing their present positions and employment, should be pnntcd and circulated to all Dnrbats 
represented on the Council. 

Of the 48 boys who have passed thrcngli the course up to 1916, 9 are Ruling Chiefs or 
Thakurs in charge of their ertates and 2 are heiis-npparent. Of the remaining 37, 7 have secured 
employment under tho British Government and 1 7 in the Native States. The suitable epiploymeiit 
^ of such youths is a question of vital concern to the higher education of the Indian aristocracy and 
will, I hope, be seriously considered by the General Oounsil and by Government. 

The Council ndhuicd to their foituer opinion that fees should not be generally imposed unless 
tho financial necessity is very pressing, and considered that the present situation does not demand 
their imposition. At the same time they considered it very desirable that the permanent English 
Staff, which now consists of a Principal and 3 Assistants only, should be strengthened, with the 
consent of the Government of India, by the addition of one Assistant as early as possible. 

’ As regards the Indian Staff the Council agreed with the view that it is desirable to secure 

men of unquestionably high qualifications, and that the scale of salaries should be revised with this 
object ns opportunities offer. For the present they decided to raise the pay of the First Assistant’s 
post from Rs 200-20-300 to Rs. 3,0<i-20-400, and to add to the . cadre one post on 
Rs. 300-20-400. One post of Rs. 75-5-100 should be abolished as soon as any vacancy occurs. 

The Council approved of the proposal to instal electric fans in the class rooms, and referred 
the question of ways and means to the Managing Committee, 

The Managing Committee met on 21th November, 1915, and again on 15th April 1916. .The Manasring Com- 

^ mittee* 

At the former meeting an extra sum of Rs. 865/- for minor improvements was sanctioned, 
including an iron gateway for the west approach road ; the rent of the Kashmir House was fi.xed 
ai Rs. 1 50/- per mensem ; and a Superintendent of tho College Stables was nppninfcd on probation 
'foi 6 montlis, his pay and the cost of veterinary medicines being met Dy a contributioo of Re. 1/- 
per month per pony. The Committee also decided tiiat 4 ponies should be the limit for any one 
boy at tho College, not including any pony kept by a State for the use of a tutor or companion to 
a Minor Chief or Thakur. 

At the latter meeting the Budget Estimates for 1 916-17 were considered and passed, includ- 
ing an estimate of Rs. 15,584/- for 70 fans in the class-rooms and Science Laboratories and 
Rs 3,000/- tor tho purchase of land. The pay of the Colvin House Motamid was fixed at 
Rs. 100-10-150, and that of the Stable Superintendent at Rs. 150/- per mensem, tho conliibntion 
to tho Stable Fund being laisod to Rs. 2/- per mensem for each pony. 

The question of presenting mcdnls, in addition to ceiliGcates, to successful Diploma and 
£' ■ Higher Diploma candidates was refei led to the Geneial ConmriL * 

The gi eat war has continued to form the chief prcoccnpition of the College. Mr. "W, A. The War 
Guest-Williams, who was a temporary member of the staff in 1914, was uuhnppily killed in action. 

(It' Three regular members of the staff, Messrs, Twiss, Ashcroft, and Braithwaite are still serving at 
the fiont in France. 

jjj-' Leotnres on, the war were given at intervals and the College War Fund, maintained by boys, 

p ' ' masters, guardians and subordinate staff, sent monthly subscriptions of approximately Rs, 750/- 
to the St. John Ambulance Association for Indian troops in Mesopotamia, the Belgian Relief Fund, 
ilff the Imperial Indian Relief Fund, the Indian soldiois in Europe, the Blue Cross Fund for auimal^ 
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the Queen Mnrj's Club for the Overseas Forces, the Jfntional Enicrgenoy Fund of the T. M. C. A., 
the hospital at Basin, the French Red Cross Society and the Rajpiitana Aeroplane andlUotor 
Ambulance Fund, 

On the first anniversary of the declaration of the war on August 1th, 1915, a special donatiou 
of Rs 1,500/- was placed at the disposal of His Excellency the Viceroy, as a token of the devotion 
of the College to the just cause id which India is helping the Empire. 

1,S, In acknowledging the good work of the English and Indian Staffs I must especially 
mention the voluntary assistance rendered by Major Colo both in the class work and the training 
of the College Sqnadron, and by Mr. Bladen, who placed his whole time at the disposal of the 
College during class honrs. To their assistance, and the ungrudging labours of -the regular staff, 
are duo the satisfactory results of the examinations and the inspection.
